SOVERNOR'S ANSWER TO APPEAL. 


The trainload of negro steel workmen in- 
‘tended for the Latrobe plant at Melrose Park 
is having a hard time of it this morning. 
The plan was to spend the night at Blue 
Island, but the union men there made such 
a demonstration at 3:30 o'clock that the 
train was moved hurriedly to Chappel, a sta- 
tion on the Chicago and Alton road. 

The trouble at Blue Island began shortly 
after the train had pulled in there and while 
crowds were waiting to give it a stormy 
welcome at Melrose Park. The negroes ha‘i 
had no food all day, and the town was 
searched for supplies. As the wagon of 
bread and meat was being taken to the train 
twenty union men tried to overturn it. The 
attempt failed, but it was decided to move 
the train at once. 

The train reached Blue Island shortly 
after midnight. Ther word was received of 
the threatening temper of many in Melrose 
Dark. and it was decided to await dayligh: 
| Before continuing the trip. 

Peace and Violence Committees. 
At 3 o’clock this morning, ignorant that 
the train was at Blue Island, the peaceable 
committee, composed of the Rev. T. E. Cook- 


ey, A. H. Gallagher, Charles Wolff, and 
fifteen others, still awaited the negroes, hop- 
ing to persuade them not to leave the cars 
and the engineer to. pull out to some safe 
place. 

As an offset to the peace committee, the 
threaténing crowd, estimated at 125 men, all 
armed with revolvers, were scattered along 
the tracks waiting to give the negroes 
threats to leave or to use their revolvers for 
firing in the air as a hint of worse to follow 
if the verbal hint to quit the place were not 
taken promptly. 
The residents, who were referred during 
the day by Governor Yates to the Sheriff to 
prevent threatened rioting, had spent the 
early morning hours waiting for the colored 
people with all manner of weapons. They 
were determined to frighten the newcomers 
away, by threats if the milder course were 
successful, and many declared the weapons 
would be brought into play if simple threats 
failed. 

Second Mass-Meeting Held. 

Again last night, outdoors in the rain, 
the residents held a mass-meeting. 
Chairman W. P. Schockey reported that 


the committee appointed the night be- 
fore to confer with the Latrobe officials to 


see if some plan could not be arranged to 
keep the negroes away reported that its 
mission was a failure. This stirred up the 
boisterous element, and some cried out: 

„ Lynch them! Lynch them! Keep them 
out at any cost!“ 

Several speakers counseled moderation, but 
when Chairman Schockey announced a 
rumor that Superintendent Blair of the com- 
pany contemplated swearing out a war- 
rant for his arrest for inciting citizens to 
riot, people in the hall became loud in their 
denunciation of the superintendent. ° 
Chairman Schockey defied the officials to 


with great care before adopting severe meas- 
ures. He thought organization was the best 
form to fight the Latrobe company. He sug- 
gested that word be sent to T. J. Shaffer, 
President of the Amalgamated Steel Work- 
ers’ union, and that he be requested to send 
labor organizers to Chicago to organize 
the employés of the company so that they 
might have the support of the union#in case 
a strike is declared. A committee was ap- 
pointed, and it was decided to act upon the 
chairman's advice. 

Telegram to Governor and Reply. 
The message to Governor Yates received 
by him during the morning read as follows: 
Melrose Park, July 23.—We, the undersigned, 
appointed at a mass-meeting of our citizens, re- 
spectfully request you to stop the importation of 
295 negroes, on their way from Birmingham, Ala., 
to take the places of strikers. They are reported 
to be due to arrive at 2 a. m. 

In reply the Governor dispatched the fol- 
lowing message this morning: 
Springfield, III., July 24.—Rev. R. T. Cooking- 
ham, Pastor Methodist Episcopal Church, Melrose 
Park, Ill.: Telegram signed by you and others re- 
ceived this morning. I suggest that, if there is 
danger of disorder or violation of law by bringing 
persons into the State, either under arms or under 
false pretenses, you call upon the Sheriff of Cook 
County, whose duty it is to preserve the peace and 
who is abundantly able to do so. 

RICHARD YATES. 
While many of the residents believed that 
the Governor was attempting to shift the 
responsibility, others declared that he was 
taking the only course open to him. They 
pointed to the law passed after the Virden 
riot a few years ago. This is specific on the 
matter of importing laborers into the State. 
It declares that the importing of an armed 
body of laborers is a felony and that it is also 
a felony to import persons who have agreed 
to work for a stipulated wage. It was as- 
serted that none of these things had been 
pointed out to the Governor in the message 
to him and for that reason he probably could 
not see.his way to interfere. 
It was informally decided not to call upon 
thie Sheriff. 
The Latrobe company during the day con- 
tinued its preparations to receive the negroes.

New York, July'24.—[Special.]—There was 
a break today in the structural steel work of 
the Brooklyn bridge, the most serious in the 
history of the structure. Just at the even- 
ing rush hour, a little after 6 o'clock, all 
| train and trolley traffic on the bridge was 
stopped by the police, as a precautionary 
measure. Several hundred thousand per- 
sons asked why, and the answers from police- 
men and Brooklyn Rapid Transit officials at 
the Manhattan end were all something Uke 
this: 

The bridge is broke. That's all we know 
about it. You can walk over. Move on.“ 

Brooklyn walked home in a mighty army, 
filling the promenade full and overflowing 
into the roadways. Lucky was the man or 
woman who could clamber on a truck, and 
the truckmen collected fares. 


Heat Causes the Break. 

What had happened out on the middle span 
was this: Twelve of the steel suspension rods 
connecting the. extreme north cable with the 
outside ends of the transverse girders which 
support the roadways, car tracks, and foot» 
way were broken because of the expansion 
on account of the heat of the bridge structure. 
That is the cause given by Chief Engineer 
Samuel R. Probasco of the Department of 
Bridges. 

As soon as Police Commissioner Murphy 
heard of the impairment of the bridge, he sent 
orders through Inspector Cross to the officials 
of Brooklyn Rapid Transit company to stop 
the running of all cars on the bridge until 
Engineer Probasco had examined the struc- 
ture and found out whether or not is was 
safe. 

The breaks in nifie of the rods were plainly 
visible from the roadway. The rod next west 
of the middle line of the bridge under the 
north cable was broken off just above the 
top of the girder and hung free. The rod 
next west wes broken in the same way, The 
third rod was not broken, but the wide steel 
band by which it was attached to the cable 
was cracked through its entire breadth and 
thickness an the line where it was f ed 
to the rod. 

East of the middle the first five rods were 
broken and pulled out of the holes in the tops 
of the girders. The sixth rod on that side 
was not broken, but its steel band, which 
clamped the cable, was. 


Crowd Surges at Bridge End. 
A ‘surging, multitude besieged the Man-

About this time fire and smoke belched 
from the upper window of a building in 
Frankfort street, and the rumor spread 
among the inquiring throng that the south 
roadway was obstructed by fire, which it 
wasn't. 

Everybody who depends upon the bridge 
has been trained to expect delays and ob- 
structions, and the majority of those who 
stopped to ask what had happened accepted 
the situation with philosophy and started 
for the other borough on foot. An immense 
jam on tie promenade was imminent. 


Pedestrians Feel Uneasy. 

Folks in the crush who recalled the dis- 
aster at the opening of the bridge felt some- 
‘what uncertain about the safe passage of 
the civic army. Something might have hap- 
pened had a mistaken order to the police 
not been rescinded. The order was that no- 
body should be permitted to cross the bridge 
by the roadways. The man who gave out 
this order changed his mind in about ten 
minutes, and a large part of the marchers 
were permitted to cross by both roadways. 

There was no objection to anybody going to 
Brooklyn on the south roadway, provided he 
got in a wagon, truck, carriage, or other 
vehicles. The result of this was that every 
unloaded truck or wagon overfiowed with 
human freight. Some dangled from rungs. 
Never has there appeared ona bridge road- 
way such a procession in tHings on wheels. 


Traffic Resumed in Part. 
The car traffic was resumed on the south 
roadways with shuttle trains and shuttle 
trolleys about two hours later, after En- 
gineer Probasco had explained what had 
happened and had the police say there was 
no danger and that the stopping of the 
trolley cars had been unnecessary. 
Engineer Probasco of the Department of 
Bridges, who is in charge of the structure 
during the absence of Chief Engineer Martin, 
said tonight: 
“The bridge is all right, and there is no 
danger in crossing it. The New York and 
Brooklyn bridge is not going to fall down— 
not by a d——n sight. Traffic will be resumed 


in a few days.“ ; 


SHELL FROM BATTLESHIP © 
HITS NEWPORT’S CITY HALL. 


One-Pounder on Kearsarge Goes Off 
During Drill, Sending Projectile 
Hurtling Through City’s Streets. 


Newport, R. I., July 24.— Special. ]—New- 
port’s city hall was struck by a shell from 
the battleship Kearsarge in the harbor this 
afternoon. 

The shell hit one of the great, granite 
blocks of the second story, within fifteen 
inches of an open window where people 
were standing, making a hole an inch deep, 
glanced against the stone balcony, then 
took another direction, passing up Bull 
street until it struck a tree, where it tore 
off a branch several inches in diameter, and 
burst into fragments. 

It was a few minutes after 5 o'clock when 
the streets were full of people, several of 
whom were so near the broken bits grazed 
them and were collected as souvenirs. 

Half an hour later two officers came ashore 
from the Kearsarge, traced the shell to the 
city hall, and obtained information as to its 
passage over the city. They examined some 
of the pieces and pronounced the shell a one- 
pounder from the Kearsarge. 

It was learned that the crew was called to 
quarters at 5 o’clock. The gun crews took 
their positions, pointed the guns, and went 
through the work of firing. A Nordenfeldt- 
Maxim automatic gun in the after fighting 
top went off when the crank was turned. 
Immediately all on board were ative and the 
officers were making hurried inquiries. The

Michael Kelley Seeks Lives of Men 
Whose Testimony Sent Him to Asy- 
lum—Practices Revolver Shooting 
for Weeks—Murders Lumber Dealer, 
Fatally Wounds Doctor, and Wings 
Laborer, Three Policemen, and 
Horse Before Being Beaten to Death. 


Leavenworth, Kas., July .24.—[Special.]— 
Michael Kelley, an insane man recently re- 
leased from an asylum, started out today to 
kill the men whose testimony had sent him 
there, and before he was finally shot down 
and clubbed to death by police he had killed 
one man, fatally wounded two, and shot 
three others. 

The Dead. 


GARRETT, JOHN R., aged 41, died at J. 
KELLEY, MICHAEL, aged 50, died at police sta- 


tion.

cDONALD, MICHAEL, detective, Shot in leg. 
Kelley, an expert shot, who at one time 


owned a shooting gallery in this city and 
has engaged in several small enterprises, 
has been eccentric for years, and during 
the Presidential campaign of 1896 he lost his 
mind entirely, making wild speeches. He 
was arrested for creating a disturbance, and 
at that time threatened to kill John R. Gar- 
rett. He was tried for his sanity and ad- 
judged insane, the testimony of Garrett and 
Adam Geiger helping to convict him. He 
served two years in the Topeka asylum, and, 
until today, few knew that he had been re- 
leased. 

When he returned to Leavenworth Kelley 
vowed he would kill the four men whose 
testimony sent him to the asylum. For the 
Past two weeks he had been more silent than 
usual and had spent every afternoon prac- 
ticing shooting a revolver on the range at 
Fort Leavenworth. Last night he decided 
the time for action had arrived and began 
drinking heavily. 

Goes to Seek His Victims. 
Shortly before noon today Kelley, walking 
hurriedly and apparently excited, called 
at the office of Adam Geiger. He appeared 
disappointed in not finding Mr. Geiger, and 
resumed his way. Just before noon he ar- 
rived at the office of the Robert Garrett 
Lumber company in the heart of the whole- 
sale district. He was carrying a basket in 
which were three huge revolvers, a large 
quantity of ammunition, and targets with 
which he had been practicing. Afterwards 
a wild poem was found in the basket, show- 
ing that he had contemplated murder while 
writing it. 

Walking up to within a few feet of the 
window of the lumber company's office, Kel- 
ley jerked one of the revolvers from the 
basket, and, without warning, fired at Mr. 


Garrett, who sat at his desk. Garrett fell as 


Kelley fired again. The murderer, unable to 
see his victim after he fell, rushed around 
to the front of the building, stepped up near 
the door, and fired three more shots into 
his prostrate body. Three of the wounds 
would have produced death. 

By that time a crowd had gathered around 
the wounded man. Dr. McGee, who had 
hurried to the assistance of Garrett, was 
bending over him when Kelley ran around 
the office and, leveling his revolver across 
the window sill, took deliberate aim at the 
physician from the sidewalk and fired. The 
bullet struck McGee in the back at the spine 
and he fell over the dying Garrett. 

The maniac started slowly across the street, 
loading his revolver as he went. The police 
and a number of others were rushing to 
the scene, attracted by the shooting. Kelley 
met Ike Healer, a laborer in the lumber 
yard who was running towards the office, 
and opened fire on him, shooting him through 
the hand. Then Kelley started at a run. 
Police Sergeant Dodge was in close pursuit, 
firing as he ran. Kelley turned and fired 
just as a bullet from the policeman’s re- 
volver went crashing through his shoulder. 
His bullet struck Dodge in the neck and 


he fell. 
Running Fight in Street. 
By this time a dozen men, including po- 
licemen, were in pursuit. Although Kelley 
was weakened by his wound he kept on, 
keeping up a constant firing at every one he 
passed. Detective McDonald got in front of 
the fleeisrg murderer and tried stop him. 
Kelley, recognizing the officer as the man 
who once dragged him from a culvert when 
he had escaped from the insane asylum, 
turned his attention toward McDonald, and 
shot him. The pursuit was kept up. Pelice- 
man Falthager was shot trying to capture 
the madman, who, with the mania of mur- 
der upon him, shot down a horse that wag 
ing, and fired at two more men. 

Dodge, Falthager, and McDonald closed 


‘with the madman, who fell from his wounds, 


struggled to his, feet, and tried to get an- 
other revolver from his basket, but before’ 
he could succeed Dodge raised his revolver 
and crushed the murderer’s head with the 
butt.

Enraged because of his continued abuse of 
his wife 300 men of West Chicago seized Val- 
entine Miller Tuesday night and covered his 
naked body with/two coats of tar and 
feathers,

him and tied a rope about his neck, threaten- 
ing to lynch him. | | 

Miller finally escaped, walking to Wheaton, | 
six miles east. A warrant was issued for 
Miller's arrest, but he was not caught by the 
officers. Mrs. Miller, who is a paralytic, was 
attended by a physician and was able to leave 


Brutal Assault on Wife. 
The assault which so provoked the West 
Chica .ccurred on Tuesday. Miller, 
who is a laborer, went to his home just be- 
fore 7 o’clock. His wife had prepared din- 
ner at noon, but he did not come, and she, 
thinking he might be in the country, had no 
supper ready. Miller was angry and struck 
her in the face, causing her mouth to bleed 
so severely that the kitchen floor was cov- 
ered. While she lay screaming on the floor 
Miller ran from the house. 


Staggers from Her Home. 

The woman's cries aroused the neighbor- 
hood. Several of her friends ran to the house, 
but they feared to enter while Miller was 
in. Mrs. Miller staggered up the street, and 
when in front of Dr. P. G. Isherwood's office 
fell exhausted. Dr. Isherwood carried her 
into the room and found that her mouth and 
face were covered with cuts and bruises. 

What in the world is the matter?’ he 
asked. 

My husband has beaten me again,” she 
said. 

Dr. Isherwood dressed the injuries and 
took her in his carriage to her house. Then 
he hurried to the office of Justice Neltnor and 
made an affidavit for Miller's arrest. Be- 
fore Marshal John Smith could be found the 
story of the assault had spread all over the 
town. Small bodies of men on the street 
corners discussed the times that Miller had 
been guilty of the same offense. It was de- 
cided to teach him a lesson. 


Give Him Two Coats. 
Miller was soon found and dragged to the 
middle of the street in front of his house. 
His clothes were torn from his body and the 
tar was smeared on with a broom. Then a 
coat of feathers was plastered on to the soft 
tar. 

Over the first coat a second layer of tar was 
smeared and another lot of feathers was 
put on. 

All the time the mob was working not a 
word was spoken. The naked man was 
screened by the gang of men. 

Miller, after his first struggle, stood with } 
his hands unlifted, praying to the Virgin 
Mary to save him. 

When the work of putting on tar and 
feathers was complete, Miller’s shirt was 
put on and plastered on to the sticky stuff. 
Then he was released. With a howl Miller 
ran into gis house. The mob then dispersed. 


Second Mob with a Rope. 

A second mob, ignorant of its predecessor's 
work, then caught him. He was hurried 
from the yard into the street, where a rope, 
tied in a slip knot, was thrown about his 
neck. The end of the rope was thrown over 
a limb of a tree and drawn taut. 

Don't kill me. I did not strike my wife. 
Don't hang me. Don't hang me,” he pleaded. 
After telling him that he must leave the 
town and never again strike a woman the 
noose was taken off and Miller was released.

SESSIONS OPEN TO THE PUBLIC. 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—[Special.}—An 
investigation of a most thorough character 
will be made into the facts of the Schiey- 
Sampson controversy, to be presided over by 
Admiral Dewey. This fact was announced 
today by Secretary Long when he replied to 
Rear Admiral Schley's appeal for a court of 
inquiry to look into the charges made in 
Maclay’s “ History of the Navy.” 

The inquiry will not open until September; 
the sessions will be public, and Rear Admiral 
Schley will be represented by counsel and 
will have authority to summon any and all 
witnesses he wishes, according to an official 
announcement by the Secretary of the Navy 
tonight. 

The impression prevails in the service, 
however, that the findings of the court will 
be disappointing to the public. Those people 
who are expecting something definite and 
sensational are not apt to be gratified. —— 


Will Learn Basis for Charges. 

The question most directly involved ts 
whether the historjan, Maclay, had the right 
to use certain terms which he implies in his 
account of the battle off Santiago. It will 
not take a court long to ascertain upon what 
Mr. Maclay based his comments. The other 


result probably that the court will find Schley 
was not a coward, a craven, or a caitiff, 

The announcement by Secretary Long that 
the sessions of the board will be Public dees 
not please the Sampson men entifély. They 
fear the action of the court will be infin- 
enced by the comments yhich are bound to 
be made periodically in the newspapers on 
the current testimony, but it may be impos- 
sible to have public sessions in the sense 
that the testimony will be offered by wit- 
nesses verbally. 


Official Records to Be Shown. 

The documentary records, charts, and of- 
ficial papers which are now on file will play 
the most important part in the proceedings 
of the court. These probably will be read 
and discussed by the court in its secret ses- 
sions. 

Naturally, the composition of the Schley 
court was a favorite topic of gossip in the 
Navy department and in the Army and Navy 
club today. Most naval officers do not share 
in the common notion that it would be a dif- 
ficult matter to secure an impartial verdict. 


No Partisans to Go on Court. 

Of course some officers, such as Captain F. 
E. Chadwick, are recognized as Sampson's 
partisans, whose detail to the Schley court 
would be virtually an attempt to create a 
court for the sake ef its certain findings. It 
was belleved by them that whatever court 
was selected by Secretary Long the decision 
would be impartial and unbiased. Admiral 
Dewey, who will be President of the court, 
is regarded as a fair-minded man, who is 
destined to influence the court in favor of 
just proceedings and impartial findings. 
There was some speculation today in re- 
gard to the nature and extent of the duties 
of the court. The basis of the hearing, ac- 
cording to Schley's request, is the comments 
made regarding him in the third volume of 
Maclay's History of the Navy.“ 


Whole Controversy Is Involved. 
It was thought by some naval officers that 
the court would be required only to con- 
sider this phraseology and it would not be 
a difficult matter for a Überal-minded court 
to determine that the historian was gulity of 


extravagant language, the epithets of which 


were not justified by circumstances. Secre- 
tary Long, however, is desirous that the 


whole subject shall be gone into, and that 
the court shall look into the whole Sampson- 


Schley controversy.

COOLER WEATHER FOR TODAY. 
Chicago may expect cooler weather for today, 
even were it not for the rain-storm that broke at 
8 o’clock in the evening and continued till mid- 
night. Northerly winds will prevail. On Fri- 
day the indications are for fair weather.

Just as the mercury was mounting into the 
eighties last evening and another sleepless 
night seemed in prospect, heavy clouds 
banked up in the northwest and lightning 


flashes gave hope that a thunder-storm was 


coming to cool the atmosphere. The rain 
came, in flurries at first and then in sheets. 
At midnight the rain had not ceased and the 
temperature had fallen to 70°. 
Three prostrations from heat were re- 
ported. They are:

Despite the warning lightning many per- 
sons Mngered in the parks. Some of them 
seemed skeptical and looked on the flashing 
clouds more as an aggravation than as some- 
thing that might realize a despairing hope. 
Others staid out of doors for no other reason 
than to tempt the rain. They were willing to 
get wet, and relied on the perversity of the 
July weather to open ite flood gates if they 
should remain on the park benches clad in 
summer gauze and flannels. 


Storm Breaks Over City. 

The first flash of lightning was seen short- 
ly after 8 o'clock. Half an hour later a brisk 
northwesterly wind sprang up, and at 9 
o'clock a flurry flercer than the others 
brought a few drops of rain. In another mo- 
ment sheets of water were being whirled 
through the air, and those who had remained 
in the parks just to see if they could get wet 
found that they bargained for a great deal. 
Men who had been attired in light flannel 
suits went home clad in knickerbockers and 
women in light linens suffered the doubt- 
ful gratification of having their skirts plas- 
tered to their bodies. 

While the storm was accompanied by much 
lightning, it was not of the violent sort. 
The fire alarms were fewer than on the 
preceding evening, when the atmosphere was 
as dry as an oven’s blas@ It was a good- 
natured storm of the sort that makes all 
nature green and mankind cool and satisfied.

POTATO FAMINE EXPECTED; 
RECEIPTS BELOW NEEDS. 


Price Advanced 10 or 15 Cents Yester- 
day and Further Raise Promised— 
Other Vegetables Scarce and Dear. 


‘Unless conditions undergo»a sudden change 
this city will soon be afflicted with a potato 
famine. This was the prediction made yes- 
terday by one of the largest produce dealers 
on South Water street. 

The scarcity will be as pronounced in the 
East as in the West. The daily demand in 
Chicago is a matter of twenty-five carloads, 
Yesterday fourteen carloads were received, 
compared with nine cars on Tuesday and 
seventeen on Monday, a total of forty cars 
for the three days, against ninety-four cars 
tot the corresponding period the previous 
week. Inquiries by telegraph and telephone 
covering all the neighboring States from 
which this market receives its potato supply 
failed to find more than fifteen or possibly 
twenty cars consigned to this market. 

The advance yesterday was 10 or 15 cénte 
a bushel, making the price generally 95 
cents. Barrel lots sold from $8.25 to $3.35 
for Virginia stock. ' 

Prices on new cabbage are 500 per cent 
higher than a year ago at this time,, when 
crates containing from three to three and 
one-half dozen were sold at 50 cents or 
under.

The sig- 
nificance of the suggestion the most im- 
partial and fair-minded looker-on is unable 
to misread. I am sorry to say that after. 
long and painful efforts to see it in another 
light I am still compelled to hold to my first 
impression. Politics dictated this appoint- 
ment. 

I do not belong to the fanatics who decry 
blindly the methods of politicians. But I 
am unalterably opposed to the creed that 
to the victors belong the spoils, if among 
the spoils are included the clerical and ad- 
ministrative offices of our State charities. I 
must refuse to shoulder a responsibility if 
the right is denied me that goes with this 
responsibility.”’

Says Brother Could Not Fire Shot. 

Beatrice Fosburgh stated positively: that. 
she did not see her brother Robert before 
she saw the flash from the pistol which 
caused her sister’s death. He was coming 
from his room when this shot was fired, 

Mr. Joyner, attorney for the defense, closed 
his presentment of the case this morning, 
showing why the Fosburghs kept firearms in 
the house and outlining the evidence which 
he intended to present to prove the burglary 
story true. 


Sister Tells of the Tragedy. 


Beatrice Fosburgh, in her testimony, salé 
she was awakéned dy a loud scream. She 
jumped out of bed and went toward the door, 
May was ahead of her. Suddenly she heard 
her sister exclaim: O, gracious!” The 
room was dark atthetime Just as she got 
in front of the door she saw a pillowcase fn 
front of her.

in this field;’ and that to the impossible 
situation thus created he cannot be a party, 
although in withdrawing he is obliged to 
“relinquish many u project” framed in 
his mind for “ placing the State institutions 
on a footing other than political.” 

If there is to be any guaranty for the 
future Administration of the charitable in- 
stitutions of the State the wrong which has 
been done must be repaired. It is not neces- 
sary to be more specific, but unless the 
public conscience of Illinois is to stultify 
itself it must insist that the admitted abuse 
in this matter shall be righted and that 
the charities of the State shall be placed on 
a proper footing. The issue is unavoidable. 
The act which forced these resignations 
was an injustice to the members of the 
board as well as to the State, and no future 
administration based upon its results can 
be properly guaranteed as to its character. 

Public sentiment demands frank, distinct, 
and complete reparation, It is in the power 
of the Governor to effect this. Will he do 
so and do so immediately? He has made 
a grave mistake, but it ig not too late for 
him to acknowledge and correct it. This 
is what he will do if he wishes to recover the 
ground he has lost with the public.

LAWFUL BUT NOT EXPEDIENT. 

An IHinois employer cannot lawfully im- 
port labor from a foreign country.

There are in 
several Southern States laws designed to 
check the solicited emigration of colored 
men, Employment agents who attempt to

COFFER VERSUS TEA. 

This country felt prosperous in 1892, and 
both coffee and tea were used freely by 
those who liked them, In that year the 
per capita consumption of coffee in the 


1.88 pounds. Last year, when peoplé were 
on the average even better off than they 
were in 1892, the consumption of coffee was 
9.8 pounds per head and of tea 1.1 pounds. 
In a decade the former has become more 
popular with Americans and the latter less 
popular. 

This change is due to several causes. Not 
so many emigrants come from the United 
Kingdom, where tea, and not coffee, is the 
favorite beverage, while more come from 
continental Europe, where coffee is pre- 
ferred to tea. Owing to the greatly increased 
production of coffee, especially in Brazil. 
there has been a notable decline in the price 
ot the lower grades, which has inevitably 
had a decided influence on consumption. On 
the other hand, there has been for three 


| years a duty of 10 cents a pound on tea, pro- 


ducing last year nearly $10,000,000, and it 
is asserted that the duty is paid almost en- 
tirely by the consumers, the retailers insist- 
ing on their customary pfofit. With coffee 
going down and tea going up, it would not 
be strange if many were to abandon the 
latter for the former. i | 

The flgures which have been given of the 
per Capita consumption of tea and coffee 
make rather too good a showing for the lat- 
ter. A pound of tea costs more than a 
pound of coffee does, and it goes considera- 
bly farther. The tea imported last year 
was valued at $11,783,000 and the coffee at 
$59,500,000. This is a proportion of a little 
over five to one, while the proportion by 
pounds is nearly ten to one. 

Roughly speaking, 200 cups can be made 
from a pound of tea, as against forty from 
a pound of coffee. Therefore, one will go 
five times as far as the other. Tea dealers 
consider five pounds of coffee the equivalent 
of one pound of Japan tea and seven pounds 
the equivalent of one pound of India or 
Ceylon tea, which contains more tanuin 
than other teas, | 

But, while the consumption of tea com- 
pares more favorably with that of coffee 
than would appear from the unexplained 
figures of per capita consumption, it is cer- 
tain that coffee is gaining ground here. I+ 
would be the favorite beverage even if the 
United States were able to produce an abun- 
dant supply of tea of decent quality.

The 
thorough cleaning up of Chinatown under 
supervision of the federal authorities was 
complieted on June 22, and no cases of the 
Areaded disease appeared during the cleaning 
process, but it had hardly been finished 
when the infection broke out once more. 

Three cases were discovered between July 
G6 and July 11. All were fatal and were re- 
ported to the marine hospital service in 
Washington with the following comments: 

“Diagnosis confirmed by bacteriological 
@Zamination and necessary precaution 
taken. Passed Assistant Surgeon Rupert 
Biue, in charge, and two assistants con- 
tinue to coiperate with the State and city 
health authorities in making inspections and 
Post-mortem examinations.” 

Reports of increased mortality from bu- | 
bonic -plague continue to come in from 
United States marine hospital surgeons ir 
nearly every part of the world. In Hong- 
kong there have been 1,154 cases and 1,088 
Geaths, and the most rigid inspection of in- 
coming and outgoing passengers and baggage 
is exercised. There were 155 deaths during 
the week ending on June 11. A large num- 
ber of deaths daily are reported from Can- 
„ton, China. Plague has been especially se- 
Vere in the Cities of Tung Kun and Sheck 
Jung on the east river. 

Plague is also reported from many cities 
n Egypt, from British India, Mauritius, Cape 
Colony, and West Australia, and Queens- 
land. The epidemic is increasing alarming- 
ly in Formosa, and Japanese ports are also 
dangerously threatened and active sanitary 
measures have been taken. 

Since May 12; 5,716 deaths from bubonic 
Plague in various ports of the world have 
been reported by United States omcers.
